It is pointed out that the 
i season has been entirely too wet for 
cotton, and while the plant has made | 
[fine showing as to growth and pro 
portions, there is decidedlly more fol­ 
iage than fniit. The continued wet 
season contributed also to the con 
tinuous work of the weevil. It is not 
believed that even with the increased 
acreage, that mo/a cotton will be mar­ 
keted in this section than was sold last 
season.
